“Caxh” Clay, as he ia familiarly 
known, wax Ixirii in this e.>unty, of Vir- 
ginia iiareiiix, and iiilietited a large for- 
tune ill l.iiid and iieKriHs. But lie wax 
e.lui-aleil at Yale I'ollege, and this ac- 
eiiuiitx tor hie niili-xlavery ideas. He 
iiiiliitsxl them at the North during his 
e(Jtiealion;il sojuiirn, and never gave 
liieiii u}i afterwards. He bee.inie an 
ailviH'Mte of eniancipation in Ken- 
tiirk) anil ill lliix he had the sympathy 
and to Slime extent the countenance of 
Ills great kingsinan, Henry I’lav. But 
C'lxxitix Clay had much more |irononne- 

i- l views on the siihject — held them 
liiiieh niiire lena.doiisly — and besides 
w.i' a nineh tsdder man, than Hen- 
ry Clay wax.

Tirsl, 1 
went out with a triend and paid him a 
call, and since then have, at his invi- 
tation, nt a Collide of days with him 
at his large coinilry liome — Hie lurgest 
:>;id iina-t uiii(|Ue country linine in Ihe 
county and |<erliapx in the Siule. He 
made a s|H‘Ccli here lor Harrison and 
Morton last Ha'iirday and askixt me to 
go I ut and stay over Hiinday willi him, 
which 1 did. He livisi almost as akier- 
niit in this l>ig tnmse in Ihe ixiuntry, in 
the niiilst of ihiriy-eighl acres of fori*st 
trees |daiil(s| Ity his own hands many 
years ago.

'I'iie foimer having acteil 
ill silfikfense wax never indicieil and, 
of courxi*, ne>cr trietl inr the I'illing of 
Turner. This was hisKtxuid reiiconlre 
at a (aditical meeting and It became 
aj.|>aretit to Ills opponents tliat he was 
a iluiigeroux man to attack. None but 
such a man could have carried on the 
uiieijual contest with slavery here. 
Hix knife and pixtol were rea|iected, but 
Ills argiimeiils were not.

As we drove jiaxt llie sjaK la-t 8’ilur- 
ilay night in Ihe full light of the niiatii

I WHS forty years Inter riding past the 
tragic s|s>( with the self same man, 
strong enough y el, even al 7S, lo con- 
Ironi a crowd and ax ready us ever to 
defend hiiiiself. In tliHl forty years he 
had gone on making s|.eeciiet!, and in 
the iiiteriin had served as Minister to 
itus-ia for nine yearx. 

Arriving al Ihe great house at about 

II o'clock we found a light in Ihe din- 
ing room and n iunefa on the table. 
Ixnch ia hia dining room every iiiglit. 
His ad<ipted son, whom he had 
brought Inuiie w ith him Irom I’ussia, 
was at the door to receive ux. These 
two occupy (lie great Iniiise alone, hav- 
ing tlieir xeiierate nanux. The over- 
••eer and hix wife, wlio are tlic house- 
ktxiiers, uempy a collage near by. A 
lamp in Ihe wide hall aijow ed the ]>ic- 
Inres that crnameiited (lie walls on 
ei’lier side — poiiitiiiee and portraits. 
Some of (liem members of llie Imperial 
fiimilyr and iinlullty of Itussia. and 
among liiern imriralix of the C«w and 
('xariua s|>ecially preseiileil under tbeir 

■ loyal seal to liie ex-Minisier. There 
wax also a portrait of Piin<?e Gorlcha- 
®ow, (he 1‘rime MlniMer <*f llie Em- 
1‘iie, with hix auiograph, “a greater 
mm," aaid Mr. Clay, •‘than Bis- 
marck." He restnibled a well-bred 
German iirufeesor, although be H of 
Jiure Slave txtraction. 

As it was late wc did not stop long 



to diseuxa these picliires, and I wax 
sliowii lotieil in an iipiier room of the 
large and liuiely house. 

Tlia house to which I am referring 
was built ill part by Mr. Clay's father. 
General Green Clay, early in the pres- 
ent oeiiliiry, and cost then $50,(XK), but 
practically the whole alructure has 
been rebuilt at an aildilioiial expense 
of $30,000. The ceilingx are eighteen 
feel higli and the windows run alm>«t 
from floor lo ceiling, The parlor ia the 
largest and moat iiupusiiig in ilsstiuct- 
ure and <qiiipnieiit I ever saw In a 
Country liou-e. The upliulsiery is 
most ly in yellow rep and in conjunct- 
lou with cettahi large vases and other 
adorunieiitx and pictures makes up a 
verv attraciive ensemble indeed. It 
called III mind the great parlor I had 
seen in Martin Vau BureiTs home 
wlieii 1 was a lioy. 

CLAY'S HOME UKR. 

*‘Wc liave no very regular gelling 
op lime here," said my host, '‘and you 
will be called in tlie morning." And 
so after a good night’s sleep In my 
airy room I was called about 8 o’clock. 
On coming down to the ball, where . 
are old English liuinges ami chairs, I 
found that Hie old geiiHeman had, ac- 
cotding lo hix custom, made a morning 
nip of tans.v hitlerx, which be aaiil he 
preferreil as a gentle Ionic to mint, and 
so after exchanging compliments in 
this way we went into breakfast* He 
is a man of great simplicity of habits, j 
“I try to live close to nature,’’ was his 
reiuurk. "I always get up from the 
table with some appetite left, alllioiigli 
my digestion is giKid. Not expreising 
much I regulate my diet accordingly. 
.\llhoiigT8 yeara old I wear no wool 
underwear Slimmer or winter. I do 
not even use a cotton undershirt. I ! 
bxihe uiiin- or less every morning in j 
cold water ami that protects me. I | 
have never u.xed toliaCiX> in any sha(>e | 
and spirits only very sparingly. I 
spend a grest deal of lime in Ihe ojieii 
air. In the t'lrenoon I read under the 
Iree-s (fcfier unending lo my correx- i 
|x>i)ib-!K,x? Mild lilerur.v work in niy ! 
horary) nnd in the ufti rnisin I take my j 
nap miller Iheai on uii iron lounge 
where 1 uw neilher iiiliows or cuahioiis. ' 

I s'lid, ‘‘Mr. Clay you are (ullowiiig! 
the example of Eni|>eror William, of 
Geiiiiutiy, in war times. J supimee 
you meuti to live us long as he did?” 

‘‘Well,’’ sriid he, “I want Ihe air to 
circul.ik- all ;iriiuiid me. I am fleshy 
enough to ili>|iense with cuxidotis, and 
they sllrsel lliex. Y'on see I have no 
fliex ahont here. I have tny liarns, 
stables and outhouses away ofl in (he 
forest xo :.s to have no flies about tlie 
house. They aie my ahomination. A 
fly ill a pitcher of milk destroys that 
milk for me. One ceusou why I do 
not cure to go from home is the iiiillf- 
ference of hotels to this matter of flies 
and cleanliness of table and liouac a|v 
point m< Ills. I prefer (bis way of 
mine.” 

A I'l.KAtjANT TALK. 

And, sure eiiiiugh, everything about 
liix giouiidx uiid Ills lidu.xe shows (his 
utteiilioii to order i.ud cleniilinexs. He 
lx one I'f the most methodical men I 
ever saw. If nil aiiiniai dies on his 
place he has it immeiliately buried. 
No gartiage of any kind is xeeu any- 
where. "Pure air and pure water,” 
said he, “have so much to do with 
liealih that I waul mine as pure as 
{KMMible.’’ 

After breakfast we took seats out 
untfer the trees aud talked over Ken- 
tucky and iiutioiial |iolilics, and his ex- 
(lerienCLxi ami olsiervations in Eiiro|>e, 
cs|>eci:illy in Uiixxia. He is a man of 
niucli information on almost all sub- 
jects and ut a pliiloxophical turn of 
mind. He uses wonis with |K>iiit and 
force, esi>ecially words seini-technical 
in their nature. Kpeakingof Kentucky 
(Kilitics he remarked ; The alinoet in- 
su|ierable barrier to Uepublioanism is 
Ihe prejudice of slavery and the war. 
That ix not fast disap|iearing but de- 
scends from father lo son. It precludes 
usfi'om the natural force of laritt argu- 
uieiita. The best we can ho|>e is lo 
neutralize Him {irejudice and reniler it 
passive by srguineiita of self iulrrest. 

1 regmil su<M-exs this time ns very im- 
|M>riant lo Hie future of Uie country. 
If the Democrats succeed Itiey will eii- 
ileavor lo so organize (loliHcs as to keep 
the South f<>rt\er solid, just as they did 
liefore liie war, ami if Hiey can detach 
enough suppiTi ill the Norih, eepeci- 
aily the West, lliey will resist displace- 
nieot by violence, if iicc<».«ary. Next 
time they will flglit inside the Union 
and under (he il tg, ami Hiiis avoid 
(heir fitriner mistake. I always pre- 
ilicUxJ in former <lays that they wuiilil 
light before (liey wmililgive up (Miwer 
aud many iK-rsuns ridiculed the idea. 
The SouHiern leaders liKik (i|a>n the 
Y'uiikees us Hie Bussianx do the Jews, 
AX their natural eiieiiiiex. If they coulil 
do xo they w<Hild introduce the Missis- 
sippi nnd Ismisiaiia melhod of carry- 
ing elections ill Northern cities. I

"But,” said 1, "the manufacturing 
xeiiiimeiit is g»iiiiitg ground at tile 
South, wherever there are cotton mills 
and iron works. Won't that neutral- 
ize Hie old Bourbon teinleiicy ?" 

"No,” said be, “Ihey ( the leaders) 
will cultivate all that wtieii it U far 
enough aloiigatni will ally it against 
(he North as u rival interest. Four 
inoreyearx of power*wiil give them a 
big following in the North ami discour- 
age and almost* cliuiiiiute Bepublican- 
isin at tlie .S>n(h.

Htraiigely enough, however, 
ax it would seem, he supported Horace 
Ureely in *72 and Tiiden In '76 and ap- 
proved the Ri-publicnii plan of recon- 
xtruciioii. Hia explanation ia that 
he did ao to picserve the “autonomy of 
the Blates," as he puls It. Now that 
(his "autonomy” lias been preserved 
tie sees again a new danger from those 
who would suppress the elective fraii- 
chtre iiud rule by force as they diii in 
Ihe days hefor<‘ Hie war.

Tliere have been various rumors 
afloat during the past week as to the 
Beuate’s probable action on the tarifi 
bill in the liaiids of the Finance Com- 
mittee, and tlie fact that the hill will be 
introduced and acted upon during Ibe 
present session was finally determlneil 
upon at a caucus held on Tliursday 
eveiiing at the resideilceof Senator Ed- 
munds. Twenty-two Republican Sena- 
tors itUended Ihe caucus, and the dis- 
cussion was limiteil to tlie t.srifi. After 
carefully revieivitig tlie several provis- 
ions of the bill, It was unanimously 
deoideii to iiitrialuce the measure in 
ten ilays. It was also decided that iu- 
stead of making ttie iiileiided rediieliuii 
nf .5u |ier bent, on lumber, tliat lumtiet 
sbtHild not be interferred witli. The 
reduction on sugar was set at 50 i>er 
cent., and tlie wo<il scheilule will not 
be interferred with. Tlie bill will be 
iulmduced as soon as isissible, but a.s 
there is no probability that a vote upon 
the hill call lie secured an agreement to 
adjouin will be made, and (he tarifi 
bills will remain as part of the unfin- 
ished business of the sessioo, to tie dis- 
cusseil during (he campaign. Should 
this course Lie fullowtd it is probable 
that Congress may yet aiijouru during 
the present month. 

Ttie rapid spread of Ihe yellow fever

heallli I'fiiceis. It is not Ihouglit at all 
likely lliat witli tlie precautions that 
are lieing takeu tliere is Ihe least dan- 
ger, hut liie action of the autliorilies is 
doubtless a wise one.

A colt sliould be so fed and handled 
MS always to be kept growing at d 
llirivfiig without auy cliecks eitlier 
for want of food, food of iKxir quality 
or unsuited to his ueetU, or from sick- 
ness. Anotlier extreme sliould always 
be avoided, ^ilh as much care as pov- 
erty of fiesh, aud what is excessive 
fatness, which usually occurs from loo 
much fat-producing food, excessive 
feeding or want of exercise. Fatness 
ill any animal means disease, not 
lieallh, and tlie worst of all places 
is to find it oil (he horse. Lay on all 
(he muscle you can, hut never allow 
yourself to be deluded into Ihe folly of 
iiiiataking fat for it. Tlie best nf ail 
places to raise a horse is iu a pasture 
with running water, witli a comforta- 
ble stable, where he can go in and out 
at pleasure, with such feeding iu kind 
‘ quality and quantity, regularly given, 

1 as will keep liiin in growing condition 
I at all times. If not so siiualeti as to 
I command tbe above coiuiiiiuns, you 
' can modify them to suit your case. —
